“As farmers, we must play 
an important part in coming 
events,” he says. “Agriculture, 
the bedrock upon which all 
other activities are founded, 
must be so productive, so fair-! 
ly and generously managed, 
and so mindful of the indivi 
dual's freedoms and respoi 
bilities, that the democratic 
way of life we have chosen will 
not only be preserved, but will 
be expanded into a hetter world 
for all people." 

Born in Savannah, 63 years 
ago, Raoul graduated from the 
University of Georgia, lived in 
Atlanta for 30 years, and en- 
gaged in general and dairy 
farming from 1910 to 1917. 

In 1928, the Raoul family 
moved to Sarasota. 

"Nearly ever since," says The 
Progressive Farmer, "they've 
been in the forefront of the pa- 
rade where wholesome, sound 
development of agriculture was 
concerned.”

UNIVERSITY WORKERS 
OFFER SUGGESTIONS 
ON FARMING TOPICS 


(Editor's Note: Information 
in this column comes from the 
Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tions and Agricultural Exten- 
sion Service of the University 
of Florida. 

Plants that have been hard- 
ened or conditioned and are 
growing slowly are much more 
resistant to low temperatures 
than plants that are growing 
rapidly or are very. succulent. 

Because they are sensitive 
to frost and therefore compete 
with good summer grasses, most 
sedges that grow in Florida 
are not considered desirable 
for pastures. 

‘The value of poultry manure | 
can be greatly increased by 
mixing two pounds of super- 
phosphate and one pound of| 
muriate potash with every 
hundred pounds of the ma-| 
terial. One ton of poultry ma-| 
nure supplemented in this way | 
is the equivalent of about 500| 
pounds of 4-8-4 fertilizer. I| 
the manure contains a large| 
proportion of sawdust, or other | 
such material, it is advisable | 
to mix 10 pounds of 4-8-8 or 
3-8-8 fertilizer with every hun-| 
dred. pounds instead of using| 
the superphosphate and potash. | 

Corrosion of spraying equip-| 
ment can be held to a mini-| 
mum by thorough cleaning 
after the machine has been| 
used to apply chemicals to 
crops. Leaving chemical resi- 
dues in spraying equipment| 
after use will result in dam- 
age to the machine. 

Most plants do best in slight- 
ly acid soils.
